Ghe Obelisk. 


Many of those who climb Bray Head 
must have been tempted to press .un 
further by the pointing finger of the 
obelisk on a peak at some distance, 
towards which a most attractive grassy 
track leads the willing feet. 

The obelisk itself is disappointing, but 
the view that may “be enjoved there is 
marvellous. Greystones lies on the plain 
beyond, and the white margin of the sea 
can be traced most of the way to Wicklow. 
Inland there are the Wicklow Mountains, 
with the dark bulk of the smaller Sugar 
Loaf not far away. 

The obelisk is made of cement, and it 

is literally covered with the initials of 
‘those who have climbed to it—initials that 
mean exactly nothing to the one who next 
comes that way. The panting climber who 
has braved the last rocky lap is intrigued 
by the word “ Minerals ” scratched on one 
of the facets of the pillar, and followed ty 
an arrow. Following the direction indi- 
cated one sees, on the second facet, another 
arrow; on the third another, and on the 
fourth a final one that takes the gullible 
climber back to the word “ Minerals.’’ 


Repaying Lost Daus. 


In this month falls the three hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the reform of 
the Calendar by Pope Gregory. It was 
enacted that the day following the 4th of 
October, 1582, should be called the 15th. 
Ten days were then stolen from October, 
but the whirligig of time is bringing about 
its revenge; for by a curious coincidence 
the Summer Time Act gives an additional 
hour to October every year. In the process 
of time (as a contemporary points out) 
this month will thus slowly recover the 
ten days of which it was deprived in 1582.

The sloping sandy beaches around the 
coasts of Dublin and Wicklow offer good 
opportunities to the humbler species cf 
fishermen who possess no boat, and have 
no handy pier from which to exercise their 
craft. Fiat fish are by no means un- 
common, and the autumn gales should 
bring the bass close inshore. Bass-fishing 
is to the sea angler what the purcuit oí 
the salmon is to his wealthiec brother 
of the Jakes and rivers. The fish are very 
game, and often attain a good size. Up 


and even giants of twenty pounds are 
reported. Sand eels, green crab, or even 
a liberal bait of mussels or lobworms, are 
recommended. True, bass are capricious 
fish; but when they bite one is apt +o 
forget all previous disappointments in the 
fierce tussle which inevitably follows. 

In classical times the bass was highly 
esteemed by the gourmet, and those caught 
off she cloaca maxima, where they battened 
on the vilest refuse, were those most ap- 
preciated by the followers of Lucullus or 
Apicius. © Owing to the liking for fresh 
water and tidal estuaries, bars might 
almost be termed fresh water fish. They 
will do well in ponds, and the epicure ‘s 
advised to net his fish alive, transfer them 
to a pond, and feed them well for a month 
or six weeks before they are used for the 
table. The bass is a relative of the fresh 
water perch, and it is sometimes called 
the sea perch. The term bass has been 
said to have been derived from the East 
Anglian barse, which is usually applied 
to the common perch.

A FINANCIAL APPEAL. 


HE report of the Joint Diocesan Councils 
to the Joint Synods of the United 
Dioceses of Dublin, 

and Kildare shows that 
sentative Body of the Church of Ireland 
have transferred the sum of £6,500 from the 
commutation capital to the Diocesan Stipend 
fund, the interest on the balance (£6,520 
Os. Yd.) remaining to the credit of the com- 
mutation capital, being sufficient to pay the 
annuities chargeable on December 3ist, 1901. 
It is pointed out that this does not necessarily 
decrease the income of the dioceses, The 
income and ependiture account shows that the 
assets have increased by £43 Ils. 8d. . 

The capital to the credit of the Stipend 
Fund stands at £563,670 16s. 10d. The regu- 


[iar stipends and payments to rural deans, 


canons, etc., were in excess of those paid in 
1930 by £451 ils. 7d. The capital to credit 
of the Clergy Diocesan Superannuation Fund 
on January Ist, 1931, was £23,594 16s. 11d., 
and the income for the year amounted to 
£3,101 5s. 5d. In accordance with the pro- 
vision of Clause XI. of the Diocesan Financial 
Plan, the Councils have declared the rate of 
vayment of stipends from July Ist last to be 
£3 per subscription. 


ATTENDING OTHER SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Education of the joint dioceses 
reports that the most important work engag- 
ing its attention is the inspection and direc- 
tion of the religious education in their 

rimary schools, or in those attended by 

hurch of Ireland children. The report pro- 

“ A considerable change has taken place in 
this work in recent years. Hitherto almost 
every parish possessed its own school, and the 
oversight of the religious education of the 
children attending them was straightforward 
and comparatively easy. Owing to the closing 
of many of those schools a number of our 
children are now at such a distance from Pro- 
testant schools that they may have to attend 
schools under Roman Catholic management. 
During the year the Board, through its in- 
spector, has concerned itself with many such 
cases. Grants in aid of transport to central 
schools have been made in several instances, 
and advice given to managers as to the best 
method of securing the reltgious education of 
these children.”’ 


DIOCESAN SCHOOLS’ POSITION. 

Referring to the financial responsibilities of 
the Board, the report says that it will be 
seen that they have greatly increased in 
recent years. “It is now directly responsible 
for the Diocesan School for Girls as well 
as for the Diocesan School for Boys. These 
schools are doing excellent work in supply- 
ing a sound secondary and commercial edu¢a- 
tion for the children of our Church people 
who cannot afford to pay the higher fees 
of the other day schools in Dublin. It is 
obvious that the fees payable by the 
parents cannot, in the circumstances, be 
further increased. 

‘*Unless, therefore, the Board recéives a 
larger measure of financial support, it will 
have no alternative but to close one or both 
of these schools. 

“The Board earnestly appeals to Church 

people to give this matter their earnest con- 
sideration, and to supply it with the means 
of carrying on its work. No work in which 
our Church engages is so fruitful in its 
resnits as the education of its future 
members.” 
The Organising Secretary and Diocesan In 
spector, in his report, states that the var-ous 
schemes of transport working in the diocese 
continue to bring in scattered and isolated 
children to the Church schools. Gradually 
the number of their children who have to 
be educated in Roman Catholic schools is 
being reduced, and soon, he trusted, would 
vanish. At the moment more than one 
hundred children are being assisted to come 
to the Church schools who, without such aid. 
would be educated under other auspices. 


YOUTH ORGANISATIONS. 

The report on youth activities gives the 
following figures of young people s organisa- 
tions known to be in existence, connected 
with the parishes of the united dioceses :— 
Guilds of Youth in twenty-eight parishes: 
Girls’ Friendly Society, thirty-one branches, 
covering seventy parishes; Boys’ Brigade 
Companies, twenty-four; Old Boys’ Union, 
thirteen; Girls’ Brigade, eight; Girl Guide 
Compan‘es, twenty-four; Rover Companies, 
four; Christian Endeavour, four.

At present 
about 105 men are employed at Clarecastile 
and about fifty at the Rock breach.

Earlier in the day Mr. Flinn inspected the 
Mulkeer River scheme in Limerick, which 
has as its principal object the prevention of 
the floods now prevalent in the Ca more 
area.

tal in the town. 

The Mayor said that in fairness to the 
Local Government Department he desired to 
state -that the Minister, the Assistant 
Minister, the heads of the medical staff and 
all sections of the Department were entirely 
in favour of a fever hospital being established 
in Wexford. 

Alderman J. Billington said that he believed 
that under the present circumstances many 
cases of infectious diseases in Wexford were 
not reported. He thought it was a scandal! 
that fever patients had to go all the way 
from Wexford to New Ross. 

Alderman Rossiter—Is it not ridiculous that 
from a population of 15,000 a fever patient 
must be driven over twenty miles in a motor 
ambulance to New Ross? 

Alderman Billington stated that if cases of 
fever occurred in vessels at the ports of Wex- 
ford, Rosslare Harbour or Kilmore they had 
to send the patients all the way to New 
Rosas. He thought that was a disgrace.

The Church of Ireland Conference, which 
began yesterday, is the expression of a 
double claim—a claim upon the past and 
a not, less confident: claim upon the future. 
In these days the claim upon the future is 
a conspicuous proof of faith and tourage ; 
for, as the Bishop of Killaloe said in his 
opening address, the horizon is dark with 
clouds. Throughout Ireland the economic 
situation, -for varions reasons, 
grave, and in the Free State its hardships 
are increased by political uncertainty and 
The Church of Treland has not 
escaped, and could not have hoped to 
eccape. In the first place, she is the 
Church of a minority, whose views and 
outlook, in such a crisis as now prevails, 
subject its patriotism and its patience to 
a special strain. In the next place, Irish 
Churchmen, who hold, perhaps, more than 
their proportionate share of the national 
wealth, have taken no clever precautions 
against the common suffering. They have 
identified themselves whole-hearfedly 
with the country’s interests, and, like all 
other Irishmen, have everything at ctake 
in her economic fortunes. Happily, as 
the Bishop of Killaloe said, the present 
difficulties carry some consolations with 
them. The Church of Ireland has been 
respected and trusted in prosperous times ; 
and it is an even greater testimony to 
her members’ worth that the trust nd 
respect are surviving a state of public 
affliction. In the remotest parts of the 
twenty-six counties the little groups of 
Irish Churchmen still enjoy their neigh- 
bours’ friendship and good-will because in 
bad times, as in good times, they have 
furnished consistent proof of their quality 
as patriots and citizens. They have 
rendered his due unto ‘Cecar in no 
grudging or alien spirit. They have set 
a standard of decent living and high 
thinking which has exercised, and will 
continue to exercise, a wide influence on 
the national life.

Duffy, K.C., in the delegation has caused 
a good deal of speculation, the suggestion 
being that Mr. Duffy’s Fe would 
seem to indicate that the discussion would 
run in a particular direction. Mr. Duffy, 
it will be recalled, was one of the pleni- 
potentiaries who negotiated the Treaty in 
1921. 
In addition to the delegates already 
announced—the President, Mr. Sean Mac- 
Entee, Minister for Finance; Mr. James 
Geoghegan, K.C., Minister for Justice, and 
Mr. Conor Maguire, K.C., Attorney- 
General—it is learned that the following 
officials will travel to London: Mr.. Sean 
Moynihan, Secretary to the Executive 
Council; Mr.. J. P. Walshe, Secretary to 
the Department of External Affairs; Mr. 
J. J. McElligott, Secretary to the Ministry 
of Finance; Mr. J. Leydon, Secretary to 
the Department for Industry and Com- 
merce, and Mr. J. P. Brennan, Chairman 
of the Currency Commission. 

Dr. Keirnan, of the High Commis- 
sioner’s Office in London, who is at present 
in Dublin in connection with the prepara- 
tions of the Free State case, will also be of 
the party. Dr Keirnan is an authority on 
the financial relations between the two 
countries, and has published a book on the 
subject. 

The party will travel from Dun 
Laoghaire to-morrow morning, reaching 
London in the evening. 


CATTLE EXPORT 
BOUNTY. 
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EXCESSIVE CLAIMS. 


From inquiries made at the offices of the 
Free State Department of Agriculture it 
appears that the cattle bounty scheme is 
well under weigh. A number of claims 
have been paid already, and others are 
being made the subject of further inquiry 
where the values of the claims appear to 
be in excess of the prices current at the 
time of export. In a few cases the claims 
are obviously incorrect, and it is under- 
stood that in these cases the claim will not 
be paid; and in certain other cases it 
was gathered that prosecutions may result 
on account of false declarations. 


THE TARIFFS ON WOOLLENS 

The Free State Minister for Industry 
and Commerce received a deputation 
from the Irish woollen and worsted manu- 
facturers. The deputation reported that 
considerable progress has been made since 
the revision of the tariff on woollen piece 
goods and that, as a result, the Free State 
mills are working to full capacity. Orders 
for certain classes of goods which had not 
previously been produced to any extent 
in the country are being received, and it 
is anticipated that the output of the Irish 
mills will be considerably increased within 
a short period. 


MOTOR CAR SALESMEN, 

A deputation representing the motor car 
salesmen of the Irish Free State waited 
upon Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, at Government 
Buildings yesterday to urge that steps 
should be taken by the Government to 
assist salesmen who have been thrown out 
of employment as a result of the present 
tariff policy. 

The deputation was the result of a meet- 
ing held some days ago. It is understood 
that the Minister, while sympathetic, was 
unable to hold out much hope to the 
deputation, which included Messrs. J. J. 
Shiel, Co. Councillor, and three members 
of the trade. 
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GERMAN MONARCHIST 
PLOT. 
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GOVERNMENT'S ALLEGED 
PLAN FOR REGENCY.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Rumours of a Gove nment plot to 
restore the monarchy in Germany at an 
early date have been circulating in 
German political quarters for some time 
past, but have not yet been taken seriously 
by ost people hitherto. 
The Socialist newspaper, Vorwaerts, to- 
day, however, makes a definite allegation 
that such plans have actually been dis- 
cussed, and declares that it can prove that 
the ex-Crown Prince, in conversations with 
various politicians and friends, has said 
that he, President vo. Hindenburg, von 
Papen, and General von Schleicher ‘were 
united in the policy to be adopted. 
At a suitable momen: Hindenburg would 
resign, and would nomirate him, the ex: 
Crown Princ. as Regent. He, the ex- 
Crown Prince, would be backed by the 
Army, Bavarians, and 40: ,000 armed Steel 
Hel meters. 
The ex-Crown Prince has further said 
to friends that the originators o* this plan 
were determined to figh+ and if necessary 
to die for it. The Crown Prince Rupert 
‘. Bavaria was in agreement with it, and 
would become head of a Danubian 
kingdum on the same day that he, the ex- 
Crow1. Prince, became Regen of Germany. 
The Government’s comment on this 
extraordinary story in the Vurwaerts Is 
that it is a pure figment of the imagina- 
tion it will, howevcr, not prevent many 
people from believing that there is a 
considerable amount of truth in it.

Details received by Reuter’s Riga Corre- 
spondent of the circumstances leading to 
the expulsion state that the expelled 
members of the party had been using 
secret printing presses for the production 
and distribution of counter-revolutionary 
literature. 

Political circles in Moscow interpret the 
discovery of these activities as the first- 
ruit of Stalin’s victory in the recent 
lenary session of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party, in which the 
new Opposition attempted to question 
many parts of Stalin’s policy, but without 
any success. ,

Government and were seeking re-election, 
a remarkable ‘‘secret’’ document came 
into the possession of the Foreign Office, 
and was published by them, Its publica- 
tion, and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s subse- 
quent repudiation of responsibility for 
doing so, were to a great extent account- 
able for the return of the Conservatives 
to power. 

This letter, signed by Zinoviev as 
President of the Presidium of the Third 
Communist International in Moscow, was 
addressed a month previously to the 
Central Committee of the British Com- 
munist Patry, instructing them to stir 
up the masses of the proletariat and to 
enlist the military on the side of the 
Communist Party, while using every 
means to bring about ratification of the 
Anglo-Soviet Treaty and the grant of a 
loan. 

The Soviets denounced the letter as 4 
forgery and an “‘election dodge,’’ but one 
statement in Moscow at the time was that 
‘* Zinoviev has blundered again.”

M. HERRIOT’S VISIT. 


M. Herriot’s, visit to London will be 
warmly welcomed as showing the genuine 
desire of the French Government to co- 
operate in finding a way out of a critical 
deadlock, remarks The Times editorially. 
The people of this country are 
unanimous and utterly disinterested in 
their anxiety to see the difficulties removed 
which now block all progress towards dis- 
armament and to see a real conciliation 
between France and Germany. They are 
frankly alarmed at the dangers of the 
present tension. “They believe that with 
bold leadership not only can these dangers 
be avoided, but the present difficulties 
made a stepping-stone towards a really 
substantial measure of disarmament and 
a consolidation of European peace. 
There has never been any real im- 
rotance in the bickering of the last few 
aa between London and Geneva over the 
allegation that there 1.as been some private 
statement from the British side support- 
ing the German claim. Whatever views 
any British Minister may or may not have 
expressed in conversation, there can be no 
doubt at allabout the broad trend of public 
opinion in this country, which is what 
really matters in the last resort. In one 
sense it certainly supports the German 
clai > to equlity of status, which is, of 
course; a very different matter from 
equality of armaments. 

It does not believe there can be any 
effective co-operation whether in disarma- 
ment or in any other movement to promote 
peace so long as one party to the dis- 
cussion is held to be inferior in status and 
in rights to the other and is required to 
submit to the application of a different 
set of principles. But it has no sympathy 
whatever with recent German mani- 
festations of militarism, and it fully 
understands the profound uneasiness 
which they must cause .in-.France. and 
among the other neighbours of Germany. 
It holds that any recognition of the 
principle of equal status must be made 
the basis of a scaling down, not a scaling 
up, of armaments.

THE SERMON. 


——- 
SOME PRESENT PERILS. 
The Bishop of Durham, who had 


promised to preach the sermon of the day, 
was unable, through illness, to be present. 
The following sermon was preached in 
substance by the Right Rev. H. E. Patton, 
Bishop of Killaloe, from the text :—‘* Now 
the God of hope’ fill you with all joy and 
peace in believing, that ye may abound 
in peace through the power of the Holy 
Ghost.’’—Romans xv., 13. 

St. Paul is writing to a small handful 
of Christian people at the heart of the 
great Roman Empire, with all its pride 
encircling them, and he is writing in days 
when every Christian was a missionary 
and every missionary inspired of becoming 
a martyr, and he bids them be of good 
cheer. ‘“‘The God of hope fill you -with 
all joy and peace in believing.’’ And the 
whole passage is characteristic of the 
Apostle’s mind. There is a mighty 
optimism about him; the light never dies 
out of his sky, and what he taught he 
emphasised by his bearing on troublous 
times. While he has enumerated all his 
physical, mental, moral difficulties and 
perplexities, perils by land, perils by sea, 
perils among false brethren, hunger and 
thirst and nakedness, and then that 
pathetic touch, “the care of all the 
churches,”” he can yet fling out a 
triumphant challenge to the world: “ Who 
shall separate us from the love ot 
Christ ?”’ 

Dr. Patton said that they assembled in 
conference as the Church of a minority in 
this country. They, too, had known the 
day of trouble. Perils on land confronted 
them ; perils of divided counsels and dis- 
tracting strife, perils of civil unrest, of 
social disintegration, of financial collapse ; 
perils which peculiarly beset the Church 
outside Ulster, of reduced and reducing 
numbers—perils in the North arising from 
a sadly increasing number of unemployed. 
To those there must be added one peril 
more—the peril of inflammatory speech, 
wherein courtesy and. charity: were 
shrivelled up in a blaze of wild invective. 
Might he recall to politieal speakers in 
these critical times the words of the 
great Hooker? “ There will come a 
time,” he said, “when three words, 
uttered with charity and meekness, 
shall receive a far more blessed reward 
than three thousand in disdainful sharv- 
ness of wit.’’ | 


THE VITAL QUESTION. 
Dr. Patton continued: ‘‘ The situation 
seems depressing, but, believe me, the 
vital question for us Irish: Churchmen is: 
Can we meet it in the spirit of St. Paul, 
with a firm confidence in God, and in His 
presence with His church 1 
‘* Now, before striving to answer that 
question, let me, as a passing preliminary, 
observe this—the situation is not en- 
tirely devoid of hopeful signs. Tt is easier 
for ‘people to trust themselves when they 
find that others trust them in the or- 
dinary experiences of human life. In re- 
mote places in the Sonth and West, where 
our people are but a mere fraction of the 
surrounding population, we find the mem- 
bers of the Ohurch of the minority trusted 
and respected. Ift honesty and truthfulness 
are great virtues in national lite, we find 
that our clergy and laity are reputed to 
possess them by the community in which 
they live. 

‘*'This is, in itself, a striking fact; for 
if means that the Church whose faith they 
profess has a valvahle contribution to 
make to Jrish life. We exercise, I be- 
lieve, an influence far beyond anything 
that mere numbers can suggest, and in 
the exercise of this influence we experi- 
ence the kindness and courtesy of our 
fellow-countrymen, and I believe that in 
the crowded centres of Northern Ireland 
the clergy are regarded witlr a like re- 
verence and trust. Such is the atmosphere 
in which we are happily placed, and in 
spite of the fact that there is mach de- 
pression, men’s hearts failing them fof 
fear, and for looking after those things 
which are coming on our land, we are 
bound to base our hopes deep and strong 
on the living God. 

“Turn to history and you may find a 
partial solace; for in ‘the words of the 
great Lightfoot: ‘The study of Chureh 
history is an excellent cordial for drooping 
courage.’ Turn to the Holy Scripture, 


which Wycliffe spoke of as “our yreat 


Charter, written and given to us by 
Read of the God, not only of Israel, but 
of ourselves; our refuge and strength, a 
very, present help in time of trouble. 


Turn to Our Lord’s assurance of hope on 


which St. Paul's optimism was based. 
The hopefulness of Our Blessed Lord is to 
Wa reisad tok the béil alia 
“The ground for the Lord’s sublime - 
fulness lay primarily in God, His will. 
under strange disguises, it may 


dark path round by Gethsemane on to 
the Cross, into the grave; but the future 
is bright, for it lies in the hands of the 
Eternal. 

“Christianity, says Professor Burkitt, 
has been essentially catastrophic from its 
commencement, It is meant to mcet our 
needs in times of trouble. The Light is 
shining, bat shining, as St. John says, in 
the darkness. The darkness and the light 
are both visible, but the darkness compre- 
hended it not, has never settled down upon 
the light so as to enwrap and overwhelm 
it. That. light is still Kira the light 
of infinite love and wisdom. Let us 
realise it, reckon with it, rejoice in it, 
and then in humble acknowledgment of 
God’s unspeakable gifts we can lift up 
our hearts with St. Paul and say, ‘‘ Who 
shall separate us from the love of Christ 7” 
When I read the letters of Bishop Curtis, 
(our honoured representative in China; 
when I read of the work of women in 
that distant empire, I note his luminous 
hopefulness and courage, I say to myself: 
Shame on us Irish Churchmen if we give 
way to the conventional platitudes of 
current pessimism. If we do so, we shall 
discourage our brethren, and forfeit for 
ourselves the consolation of our Christian 


faith. 


HOPEFULNESS AND 
COURAGE. 

“To-day the assembling of our Con- 
ference from every quarter of Ireland is in 
itself a pledge of hopefulness and courage. 
It is a happy reunion of those who 
naturally feel isolated at times. We are 
here as members of the Church of Ireland, 
members of the great Anglican com- 
munion, members of the Holy Catholic 
Church of God; and this Anglican com. 
munion, whose life we share, has during 
the last century ‘lengthened its cords and 
strengthened its stakes in all parts of 
Christendom. In recent years the great 
Orthodox Church of the East and the 
old Catholics are holding out towards us 
loving hands of co-operation and fellow- 
ship. Nearer home the great Protestant 
bodies are moving forward towards a more 
complete realisation of unity. For all that 
we ought to be profoundly thankful.”’ 

Dr. Patton, continuing, said that the 
Anglican communion had always stood for 
a reasonable faith, and welcomed every 
new ‘accession of learning. It stood four- 
square to every wind that blew; it had 
reserved to itself the right to revise and 
re-interpret its formularies in the light of 
fuller knowledge. But he desired to avoid 
the pathways of controversy. Sometimes 
controversy was forced upon them. An 
unwelcome task had been nobly under- 
taken on their behalf in recent months; 
but they should remember that the greater 
minds in the Roman Catholic Church, 
such as Cardinal Mercier and Baron von 
' Hugel, spoke with reverence of the work 
of the Anglican Church. When they spoke 
otherwise, or on some lower level of the 
Anglican Church, they need not be 
troubled. The seal of the Spirit was upon 
the Church, which obviously drew her 
strength from Divine sources. She has 
nurtured among her sons and daughters 
many saints whose lives are hid with 
Christ in God. Lives there a man who 
speaketh the truth in love, who could or 
would deny to such radiant souls the 
reality of the Divine presence which has 
been with them all the days? God forbid. 


BREADTH OF VISION. 

The Conference, he said, would be 
marked by breadth of vision, and would 
include speakers of varied schools of 
thought. They would listen to papers by 
distinguished scholars, and they would be 
drawing in many instances upon the learn- 
ing of that vast body of country clergy 
who had added much to the store of know- 
ledge—men who followed in the steps of 
the great scholar and country clergyman, 
Dr. J. H. Kennedy. | 

If the Church was to be effective in this 
land, it could only be by the work of 
individuals. In the days of old the vic- 
tories of the Church of Christ were won 
by individuals who showed unmistakably 
to the world that they were true followers 
of Christ. They seemed to be a new 
creation, a new people—not Jews nor 
Greeks, but a third race, as the heathen 
called them. They were amazingly up- 
right and honest. They had hidden 
reserves of moral force; they had an 
exaltation of hope and happiness beyond 
what. the world knew. They. were men 
transformed and transfigured by the Spirit 
of God, and as a consequence they were 
divorced from. the common vices of the 
world. They challenged the attention of 
the world and won it. 

Exactly the same thing might happen in 
this country. There was no influence in 
modern society comparable to that of a 
consistent Christian life. To strive to be 
good, and then to do good—that was the 
Christian philosophy of life; that was the 
Divine order of progress in an otherwise 
chaotic world.

AYMENT of the expenses of the Irish 
teams, the conditions for sin g the 
Provineial Towns’ Cup, an alteration 

in Rule 5 of the bye-laws, and the Irish Open 
Championship Shilling Fund were discussed 
at a representative meeting of the Leinster 
Branch of the Golfing Union of Ireland in 
Mills’s Hall, Merrion row, last sa Per 
Mr. George Butler, President, in the chau 

The branches have not the powsr to 
definitely rule on other than domestic affairs ; 
decisions arrived at at their meetings con- 
cerning the working of the Union are in 
the nature of re , which go to 
the annual meeting of the Cextral Council; 
but Mr. Butler, whe introduced the subject, 
had no difficulty in convincing last evening s 
meeting of the unfairness of obliging players 
ae to play for Ireland to pay their own 
expenses. 

UNION EXPENSES INCREASING. 

Referring to the expenses of the Union, the 
Chairman said that in recent years the 
increased as the result of their liabilities to 
the Joint Advisory Committee and the Board 
of Green-keeping Research. The Union had 
already undertaken to subscribe more towards 
those expenses, and, therefore, the Branch 
must be prepared to contribute their quota. 

Then there was the question of the expenses 
of their International team. Heretofore they 
had not been paid by the Union, but he did 
not think it was right to select a team and 
usk them to pay their expenses. It was up 
to the. Union to defray them. The matches 
were now being played in the same week. 
The team had to leave three days in advance 
and remain over for four days—a week 
altogether. An international golf tournament 
was not like a football or hockey interna- 
tional. A heavy week's golf for a player was 
an expensive matter, and the Union wonld 
have to recognise the fact that it is the 
proper thing to pay the expenses of the team. 

OPEN CHAMPIONSHIP FINANCE. 

Passing to the Irish Open Championship, 
the Chairman said it was managed by a 
separate. committee, and the club accepting it 


oe tinne 


championship had paid its way, because the 
Union had thrown a certain liability on the 
club, and secured itself against loss 

The Shilling Fund had contributed to the 
financial success of the Championship, but 
the clubs were not doing enough for that 
fund, and the suggestion had been made 
that they should adopt a scheme and make 
it general. If they could do so it would be 
very satisfactory, and relieve the Union of 
all anxiety regarding its funds. 


:

could get one rag? Sy every individual 
golfer in Ireland the Union would have 
sufficient money to run the champi i 
and meet all their other expenses without any 
anxiety whatsoever. 

He pointed out that the shilling subscrip- 
tion was a purely voluntary contribution of 
the members of a club, but several delegates, 
including those from Clontarf, Dun 
Laoghaire, Sutton and Skerries, remarked 
that their clubs had added the shilling to 
the members’ subscriptions and the meeting 
decided that it be a recommendation that in 
future the clubs should add the shilling to 
the annual subscription. 

PROVINCIAL TOWNS CUP. 

Regarding the Provincial Towns Cup, the 
suggestion sent on by Carlow that the club 
first out of the draw should play five matches 
at home and four away, and another from 
Athy that the semi-final round should be 
played at a club as ccnvenient as possible 
to the teams concerned, was referred to the 
standing committee, t 

The chairman pointed out that the stand- 
ing committee at the moment consisted of 
four delegates who represented the branch, 
with the hon. secretary and chairman; but it 
was proposed to increase the representation 
of the clubs in the Metropolitan area by two, 
and to give the country clubs three places. 
‘Metropolitan area,” it was pointed out by 
the chairman, meant the area inside eighteen 
miles of Dublin. They were anxious, he said, 
to give the country clubs a greater interest 
in the branch.

conyention of the County 
Board of the Irish Amateur Boxing Association 
was held at Jury’s Hotel last night, Captain 
Harry Cannen, the outgoing president, occupied 
the chair. i 

The Hon. Secretary’s (Mr. J. Kilcullen) report 
stated that the past year was in many respects 
the most successful in the history of the County 
Board. During the year a number of tournaments 
had been carried through, and, from the point of 
view of promotion of boxing, they were eminently 
successful, but from the financial point of view 
they were not a success. The County Dublin 
Novice Championship had attracted the enormous 
entry of 120 competitors, four-fifths of whom had 
never before appeared in. public. These figures 
gave some indication of the yast field of novice 
talent as yet unexplored. 

The report expressed grateful thanks and 
sincerest admiration to the members of the Board 
for the herculean work performed by half a dozen 
officials who had judged and refereed the cham- 
pionship bouts. i i : 

Their work and interest in boxing was in sharp 
contrast to the members of the Council who were 
only sech at international contests, —. 

The Board had accepted an invitation to take 
a team to box Wales, at Cardiff. in November, 
1931, for the Peppard Cup, and they were only 
beaten by the narrow margin of one contest. but 
their joss was more than made up by the wonder- 
ful hospitality extended to them i 

In February this year they had carried through 
the Ireland v. Wales contest in Dublin, and, on 
this occasion, had won the Peppard Oup by five 
contests to three, Unfortunately the financial side 
of their undertaking was hot as successful. . 
cuuse of regret, said the report, was the imposition 
of the entertainment tax, which would seriously 
affect the clubs. Gate receipts at club tourna- 
ments seldom passed the £50 mark, whilst ex- 
penses were about £40, and, if this additional 
entertainment tax was te be borne, it meont that 
boxing would suffer to & greater extent than other 
forms of sport. It was to be hoped that even 
yet some relief would be gained for amateur 
boxing clubs from this tax. 

The report of the Hon. Treusurer (Mr. W. 
Carroll, jun.) showed that despite the financial 
loss on the lagt year's working there was still in 
hands a credit balance of 285 odd. The 
Secretary's and Treasurer's reports were adopted, 

Captam Cannon tendered his resignation, expres- 
sing regret that pressure of work made it im- 
possible for him to continue to retain the post of 
The meeting accepted Captain Cannon's 
resignation with regret and expressed its apprecia- 
tion of his many services in the past.

BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

E hearing of the action of the National 

Union. of Railwaymen against the 

Great Southern Railways Company was 
begun. The plaintiffs claimed a declaration 
that an award made by Mr, Albert E. Wood, 
K.C., and W. J. Gray was binding on the 
defendants, and could not be terminated as 
against the plaintiffs, or shopmen who were 
members of the plaintiffs’ union, without three 
months’ notice; and that a notice of the 
defendants, dated 1st July, 1932, was not 
effective to terminate the award. 


K.C., and Mr, Corbett (instructed by 
Joseph Gleeson) appeared for the plaintiffs; 
and Mr. Phelps, K.C., Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., 
and Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by Mr. 
J; J. McDonald) for the defendants. 

Mr. Lennon ({instructed.py the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the 
Industry and Commerce. 


AMALGAMATION, 

The action, said Mr. Gavan Duffy, was 
brought for the dual purpose of averting a 
grave industrial dispute and asserting the 
right of the union, representing its members, 
against the railways company under a certain 
arbitration award. The isste was very serious 
for a large number of men in the Great 
Southern Railway shops, and it was serious 
for the union. Some 600 men belonging to 
the plaintiffs’ union would be affected by his 
lordship’s decision in this case. 

The matter arose in this way: As long ago 
as 1923 there was considerable unrest and dis- 
satisfaction among a section of the shopmen 
in the railways. The company was threaten- 
ing reduced wages and shorter hours. Mr. 
James McNeill, late Governor-General, sat as 
arbitrator on the 10th May, 1922, and made 
an award which affected a small percentage of 
the shopmen, ruling that distmct rates, as 
they were called, should be the ruling rates, 
less three per cent. reduction for the con- 
tinuity of service that railwaymen were sup- 
posed to enjoy. | 

On the 1st January, 1925, the present Great 
Southern Railways Company was formed by 
amalgamation of the larger and absorption of 
the smaller railway companies in the Free 
State, with the exception of the Great 
Northern Railway. In 1925 there were 5,554 
shopmen working full time in the employment 
of the defendant company. By 1928 that 
number was reduced to 4,118, and now the 
men were working short. time—four days a 
week. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—From the point of 
view of the amalgamation it was a great suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—The Act says that the 
amalgamation is for the purpose of the most 
efficient working of the railways. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., said that the amalgama- 
tion was for the reorganisation and the more 
efficient and economic working of the rail- 
ways. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—From the point of 
view of the amalgamation scheme it seems to 
have been successful, if the amalgamation 
was to have the work done efficiently with a 
reduced staff. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—That is all right if one 
shuts one’s eye to the human factor. If one 
were to open the question of economic and 
efficient working it would be a very big field, 


TERMS OF AWARD. 

Continuing, he said that on the 15th April, 
1929, the company gave notice, involvin 
nearly 2,000 men in Dublin, that they woul 
extend the 34 hours week to a week of 42} 
hours and that the men would have to work 
at considerably reduced pay. The trades union 
representing the men objected, and protracted 
negotiations ensued between the union and 
the railway company. Eventually, in June, 
1929, on the proposal of the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, all parties agreed to 
arbitration. The arbitrators were Mr. Albert 
Wood, K.C., and Mr. Gray, 
Davitt as umpire. Their award was pu 
lished on the 25th June, 1929. The terms of 
the award were :— 

** An all-round reduction of 10 per cent. 
should be made from the earnings of a 
five-day week, calculated on the rates in 
operation on the 15th April, 1929, of the 
shopmen to .whom the notice issued by 
the Great Southern Railways Company 
on the 15th April, 1929, applied. 

“ The above award is agreed to upon 
the strict understanding that (a) this 
award is to be effective for a period of 
twelve months, and thereafter to be ter- 
minable by three months’ notice on either 
side, and (b) that the Great Southern 
Railways Company, during the period of 
operation of this award, guarantee to the 
several classes of operatives affected a 
five-day week of 424 hours. 

“ The arbitrators are influenced in their 
decision by the statement made to them 
at the hearing, that it was the intention 
of the Great Southern Railways Company 
to expend a sum of £100,000 upon the 
improvement of the workshop and plant 
where the operatives concerned carry out 
their duties.” 


COUNCIL OF ACTION. 

Counsel, continuing, said that the defen- 
dants stated that the dispute regarding wages 
was with the shopmen employed by them, and 
not with the plaintiffs; that the negotiations 
were with the Council of Action as repre- 
senting the shopmen, and not as represent- 
ing the individual unions, such as the plain- 
tiffs. The defendants further contended that 
the notice issued by them terminating the 
award was proper. When extending the 
award to Limerick counsel stated that the 
defendants dealt with the unions and not 
with the Council of Action. 

Mr. Phelps said that the Council of Action 
was in existence long before the award. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—We will prove that that 
is not so. It was an ad hoc affair. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, referring ‘to a good 
deal of correspondence between the parties in 
the action which was read by counsel, ex- 
pressed the hope that the correspondence 
would not be again read out in the course 
of the examination of witnesses. 

Mr, Gavan Duffy said that that would not 
be done. He was reading them now to save 
time. He was confining himself to letters be- 
tween the parties. 

Mr, Phelps said that some relevant letters 
were being omitted. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he had not 
omitted a single letter between his clients 
and the railways company. 

Mr. Phelps complained that some of the 
letters were irrelevant. They were written a 
year after the award had n made. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy submitted that the let- 
ters stowed that the award was made be- 
tween his clients and the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Your point is that 
the agreement was with the Union? i 

Mr, Gavan Duffy—Yes; that is so. With 
regard to the defendants’ notice purporting 
to terminate the award, “counsel said that 
there was no permanent body that could re- 
present the different bodies for the purpose 
of receiving or giving notice. Long before 
the arbitration there was a Dublin ilway 
Shops Joint Committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of several unions. This committee 
was in existence for nearly ten years before 
the arbitration; and continued in existence 
after the arbitration. Two successive secretaries 
of the committee would be called to show 
that the National Union of Railwaymen was 
not a member of that body at any time be- 
fore the award, and the same observation ap- 
lied to Mr. Larkin’s union—the Workers’ 

nion of Ireland. 


JOINT COUNCIL. 


With reference to the Council of Action, 
with which the defendants stated they had 
carried on negotiations, counsel explained that 
his chents and the Workers’ Union of Ire- 
land were invited to a meeting of the Rail- 
way Shops Joint Committee, and out of that 
meeting was formed a committee, consistin 
of Messrs. Watters, Larkin, O'Hanlon, Brad- 
ley and Davis, who came to be known as 
the Council of Action and signed the award 
on behalf of the various unions. The different 
unions retained their own individuality and 
liberty of action. The Railway Shops Joint 
Committee became the Railway Joint 
Council in 1931, and his clients j it, 
but left early in 1932. .

Mr. Cecil D. Watters, chief organising 
secretary of the National Union of Railway- 
men, said that in case of disputes with their 
workmen he usually saw the manager of the 
defendant company. On the 17th April, 1929, 
he received a letter from the defendants con- 
taining the proposed changes In wages and 
hours of work. The Shops Joint Committee 
did not include representatives of all the 
vnions. Neither his union nor Mr. Larkin’s 
was affiliated with the Committee up to the 
time when the award was made, but both 
accepted an invitation to attend a meeting of 
unions summoned by the Committee in May, 
1929, and at that meeting the Committee of 
Five, which came to be known as the Council 
of Action, was formed by the representatives 
of thirteen trades unions represented at the 
meeting. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned until to-day.

TIPPERARY FARMER’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE’ CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FitzCIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

Richard Dwyer, a farmer, of Lackenacombe, 
Cappawhite, Co. lipperary, appealed from a 
decision of Mr. Justice O’Byrne giving judg- 


| ment for £574 Os. 10d. against him on a 


summary summons in which the Bank of 
Ireland claimed that amount against him on 
foot of a continuing guarantee to pay them 
all debts of Wilham Sadleir, auctioneer, 
Tipperary, limited to £500, with costs, 
interest. The appellant also 
asked that there should be a plenary trial 
of the action. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Connolly 
“sos gRinhamn by Messrs. William Frewen and 

on) appeared for the appellant; and Mr. 
FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. P. J. McEnery 
(instructed by Mr. Nicholas F. Maher) for 
the respondents. 

The late Mr. William Sadleir, said Mr. 
Lynch in opening the case, carried on the 
business of auctioneer until the 9th February, 
1923, when he died. One of the methods of 
his busmess—which seemed to be a recognised 
practice of auctioneers—was to take from 
purchasers or debtors, promissory notes, and 
negotiate them. At the time of his death 
there were inthe bank bills or notes amounting 
to £6.200 10s. 6d., and he apparently owed 
on his current account £1,066 2s. The bank 
held securities amounting to £9,650 10s. 6d., 
and on the 9th February, 1923, there was a 
surplus of £2,584 10s. 6d. Mr. Dwyer never 
heard anything about any claim in respect of 
his indebtedness until January, 1929. In the 
bank’s affidavit nothing was said about thie 
securities other than the bills, and if nothing 
were done about the collateral securities there 
was, he submitted, a perfect defence to the 
action. When the bank had ample security 
they were not, in uity, he submitted, 
entitled to sit down for ail thos 
nothing to realise them. 

Answering the Chief Justice, Mr. Lynch 
said that 28 first defence was under the 
Statute of Limitations. -.e added that he 
could not make a positive case without suffi- 
cient information, and that where the bank 
had been guilty of such delay he was entitled 
to get information about his client’s position, 
and to put on the bank the onus of showing 
that they had done nothing to prejudice him. 

The Chief Justice—Are you prepared to 
say that the balance due was not the amount 
stated by the bank? 

Mr. Lynch said that he could not say that. 
He submitted that it would have been mach 
easier to realise the securities at the date 
of the death of Mr. Sadleir, and that if that 
had been done Mr. Dwyer would not have 
been liable for £500 or anything at all. 

Mr. Connolly followed on the same side. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan observed, during 
the hearing that it had been sworn that the 
bank had been trying for six years to realise 
the securities, and had realised half of them. 

Without calling on counsel. for the respon- 
dents the Court dismissed the appeal with 
costs, the Chief Justice : ating that on the 
balance of accounts a sum exceeding £500 was 
due, and continued to be due, on the contract. 
The guarantee stood on its own leg and was 
independent of any other security, and the 
judgment seemed to be a y-oper judgment on 
the trial of the action on affidavits.

INJUNCTION AGAINST DUBLIN 
FIRM. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Albin Ritzmann, trading as Ritzma-Werke, 
Eisfeld i/Thur, Germany, brought an action 
against Sein McDermott, Ltd., Wellington 
quay, Dublin, to restrain them from selling, 
offering for sale, or in any manner dealing 
with any safety razor blades constructed im 
contravention of the plaintiffs’ trade mark, 
‘‘ Ritzma,”’ registered on July 25, 1952, 

Mr. Denning, K.C., and Mr. W. L. Sains- 
bury {instructed by Mr. W. J. Keery) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Fionan 
Lynch (for Mr. Roe) {instructed by Messrs. 
Brown and McCann) for the defendants. 

The plaintiffs, said Mr. Denning, were the 
manufacturers of safety razor blades sold 
under the name of “ Ritzma.” 

Mr. Justice Meredith—The sales you com- 
plain of were made subsequent to the regis- 
tration. 

Mr. Denning—We did not discover that the 
defendants were selling these blades until Sep- 
tember 7, 1932. 


Continuing, Mr. Denning said that as soon 


as the discovery was made a writ was issued, 
The matter was a serious one for the plain- 
tiffs, who alleged that the blades sold by the 
defendants as ‘‘ Ritzma,”’ with precisely the 


same class of covering as plaintiffs’ blades,. 


were of an inferior quality, and caused a 
great deal of damage to the reputation of the 
plaintiffs. A very serious falling-off in their 
business was also caused, which made the 
plaintiffs look round to see what was hap- 
pening. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Usually one has to 
exercise a certain amount of discretion to see 
whether there was any infringement, but this 
was so obvious. 

Mr. Denning—Both inside and outside the 
imitation is excessive, and on the blade itself 
they have ‘‘Ritzma’’ also. The defendants 
describe their blades as superior. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Adding 
injury. (Laughter.) 

Ir; Denning—Unfortunately it is not true. 
They have injured our trade considerably. 
They have agreed to pay us £100; they have 
agreed that this injunction should be made 
perpetual; they have agreed to pay the costs 
of these proceedings, and they have agreed 
that the boxes of these spurious blades which 
they still have in their possession should be 
destroyed in the presence of plaintiffs’ soli- 
citor. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—I never like, in cases 
of this kind, to be vindictive when the other 
side is ready to -nake peace. 

Mr. Denning—It is an impudent fraud, but 
there is no use in doing more than disclosing 
that it is an impudent frand. We were 
anxious to know whee they came from and 
to whom they were sold, but I suppose that 
the defendants did not hke to give away the 


rest of the RS 

Mr. Lynch said that defendants resented 
the statement alleging impudent fraud. The 
defendants made an application for istra- 
tion as far back as April. The application 
was withdrawn on a communication being re- 
ceived from the present plaintiffs. After the 
registration by the plaintiffs of their trade 
mark the defendants agreed that there was a 
transgression.

Mr. Justice Meredith made an order recit- : 


ing the undertaking given by the defendants 
to destroy, in the presence of the plaintiffs’ 
solicitor, the boxes bearing the plaintiffs’ 
trade mark, which were an imitation of them. 
He granted the perpetual injunction sought, 
with £100 damages and costs, the motion 
before the Court to be treated as the trial of

he iss of the Dublin Circuit 

(Criminal) Court at Green Street Courthouse 
opened yesterday. i : 

James Smith, who pleaded guilty to having 
broken and entered a house in Brighton road, 
Rathgar, and stolen clothing valued £4, was 
sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour. chek 

A sentence of twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, was im on William 
Smyth, who pleaded guilty to having, at 
Coolock, set fire to a stack of hay valued at 
£150, a motor truck valued at £50, and a 
buggy valued at £9, the property of James 
Morris. 

William Leddin pleaded guilty to having 
stolen £12 10s. from a house in Lower Abbey 


street. 

Judge Shannon said that there were too 
many of the type of the accused man who 
thought that they could break imto shops 
with impunity. e imposed a sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment, with hard labour. 

A sentence of twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, was passed upon William 
Dunne, who admitted having obtained goods 
from Dublin warehouses by means of forged 
letters. Dunne pleaded guilty to havin 
secured seven pairs of boots and two suits o 
clothes. He.presented fictitious letters from 
various people, including two clergymen and 
some Army officers, and by this means 
obtained the articles. 


FOUR YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE. 

John Masters and William Robinson, 
natives of London, pleaded guilty to obtain- 
ing £100 from Mr. M. J. Brady, of Dundalk, 
by falsely pretending that they were carry- 
ing on a business in Dublin, of which Mr. 
Brady was to be manager. The £100 was 
obtained as a deposit of security. 

Both men also pleaded guilty to stealing 
two rings value £20 5s. and two watches 
value 9s. from Messrs. Jameson and Co., 
Henry street. 

Judge Shannon sentenced Masters to four 
years’ penal servitude and Robinson to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour. 

A sentence of nine months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, was imposed upon Daniel 
Jackson, aged 352, married, a clerk, who 
pleaded guilty to the embezzlement of 
several sums of money from his employer, 
Mr. P. J. Tallon. 


GOLD SOLD LIKE PAPERS. 

Patrick Doyle, alias Hennessy; William 
MacFarland and James Nairn pleaded guilty 
to stealing several articles of jewellery valued 
£51 and £4 10s, in gold. 

Detective Sergeant John Lynch told the 
judge that gold could be sold in Dublin now 
as easily as newspapers. > 

Hugh O'Reilly pleaded not guilty to steal- 
ing £17 10s. from the licensed premises of 
M Reddin, 50 James’s street, on August 
6 “pe 

Christopher Reddin, manager of the public- 
house, stated that on August 6th he closed 
the public-house at 2.30 p.m.. and bolted all 
the doors. He thought at the time that all 
the customers had gone, but did not make a 
thorough examination of the premises. He 
went upstairs, and on coming down found 
one of the doors open and the cash register

number of witnesses was examined, in- 
cluding Detective Officer Moran, who said 
that the prisoner when arrested attempted 
to put seven single pound notes into his 
mouth. Witness caught him by the back of 
the neck and the notes fell on the ground, 


DETECTIVE COMMENDED. 


The prisoner said that be won the money 
gambling. at Ringsend. He accused Detective 
Officer Moran of telling an untruth when he 
said that witness attempted to put the notes 
into his mouth. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. A. McCarthy 
(who instructed by the Chief State Solicitor 
prosecuted), he said that he had been sent 
to a reformatory, and had been in a Borstal 
institute and in jail. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and 
he was sentenced to 18 months’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour. 

Judge Shannon commended Detective 
Officer Moran for his vigilance in connection 
with the case, and asked the officer of the 
Guards in charge of the Court to convey his 
recommendation to the authorities. 

Peter Alexander Sinclair, a Scotsman, who 
pleaded guilty to bigamy, was sentenced to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment with hard 
labour. 

The Court adjourned until this morning.

AN INTERESTING POINT. 


(BEFORE UDGE DAVITT.) 
Should a man who has recovered from 


physical disabilities caused by an accident, but 
believes that he has not, be eligible te go on 
drawing workman's compensation? 

This was the question raised by defending 
counsel in an action brought Brooks, 
Thomas and Co., Ltd., of Lower Abbey 
street, Dublin, for the termination of an 
award of 35s. a wéek which was made under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act to Andrew 
Baker, a cement porter, who received a 
fractured ankle in 1930. Since the previous 
sitting of the court, when the case was ad- 
reese in order that Baker might be given 
ight work, the employers had provided such 
work, but now they claimed that the man 
was fit to resume his old duties. 

Evidence was given by a foreman employed 
by Brooks, Thomas and Co. that last July 
Baker was offered £3 a week to fold and 
bundle empty sacks and to check the loadin 
of sacks from boats to lorries. He perform 
the folding and bundling, but another man 
was put on the work of checking because 
‘Baker claimed that it would mean a lot of 
walking and that he must not be held respon- 
sible for mistakes. 

Dr. Sydney Furlong said there was now 
nothing wrong with Baker, and if he really 
tried he could do full work, with benefit to 
himself. He had got the habit of using a 
stick, and did not use his foot properly. He 
claimed that he suffered pain if he put his 
we on the foot, but there was no clinical 
evidence to support. that. | 

Baker, in evidence, said that he was 
exercising the foot as much as possible, but 
he suffered pain, particularly in bad weather. 

The Judge—How do you dress yourself? 

Baker—1I lean on the stick and on the side 
of the bed, and when Í put my boots on I 
have to stand on one leg. 

The Judge—You are very clever, then. If 


your leg is bad, there is nothing wrong with | 


your head. 

i Dr. Morrin said that the foot was normal 

and there was no reason why Baker should 

not resume his work. Probably, however. 

Baker believed himself unable to do so. 
NEURASTHENIA? 

Mr. W. Black (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan), for Baker, submitted that if the man 
honestly imagined that he could not use the 
limb, that he suffered pain, and that he could 
not do certain work; if he had got into that 
state of mind as a result of his injury, he was 
in as bad a position as if those disabilities 
physically existed. Some doctors said that 
there was no such disease at neurasthenia— 
that it was only a name. Counsel sub- 
mitted, however, that the respondent's belief 
was and sincere. Mr. Black added 
that Baker had not refused to undertake any 

ht work. 

udge Davitt adjourned the case until the 
November sitting, saying that the man must 
cease using his stick, do ight work, and 
train ma by then for full work,
